They had 
quite a little trouble making 
the repairs as they would 
put up a crossarm, put a 
level on it, then unbolt it 
and install another, to be 
sure it was accurate.

One of your meter- 
readers is rather clurrwv, be¬ 
cause last summer on one of 
his trips, he fell over two 
lawn chairs, a picnic table 
and a garbage can while 
walking over to check the 
meter.

I have been 
assured that all the men 
will be on the job again this 
coming summer. I under¬ 
stand that last summer two 
of your men gave up their 
vacations just to make sure 
that our electrical equip¬ 
ment worked properly. It 
sure amazes us as to the 
complete dedication that 
your employees have for the 
company they work.

stem from intent to defraud. 
‘Sure there are firms guilty 
of fraud,” he said, “but the 
great majority are not. The 
problem is they simply don’t 
have the staff or equipment 
to handle the large volume 
of orders generated by their 
advertising.” Fritz stat e d 
slow or non-delivery of mer¬ 
chandise produces, by far, 
the greatest number of com¬ 
plaints against mail order 
firms. He added, “We feel 
many of those disputes could 
bo eliminated if people 
would simply call the BBB 
before ordering to investi¬ 
gate the delivery history of 
the firm.” 

There is a Federal Trade 
Commission rule governing 
the delivery of merchandise 
ordered through the mail. 
The rule provides that any 
company that cannot ship 
within 30 days of the date it 
receives an order, or within 
the time it advertised it 
would send an -order, must 
notify the consumer of that 
fact. There is then the op¬ 
tion of cancelling the order 
or agreeing to the delay. If 
the order is cancelled, the 
firm must provide a full re¬ 
fund of any money paid 
within seven working days 
from receipt of the notice of 
cancellation.

The Sierra Madre Volun¬ 
teer Fire Department will 
offer its monthly "Citizen 
CPR” (Cardiopulmonary Re¬ 
suscitation class Thursday, 
September 4, starting at 6:30 
p.m. in the Fire Station, 242 
West Sierra Madre Blvd. 

Free classes in CPR have 
been offered by’ the fire de¬ 
partment over the past few 
years and more than 3000 
have taken advantage of the 
instructions of this life-re¬ 
storing maneuver. 

The class is completed in 
one evening and stresses, 
signs and symptoms of a 
heart attack, and what to do 
and what not to do; clearing 
of the obstructed airway by 
use of the back slap and 
Heimlich maneuver; artifi¬ 
cial ventilation by use of 
mouth-to-mouth resuscita¬ 
tion and artificial circula¬ 
tion by closed chest compres¬ 
sion. 

The first portion of the 
class is devoted to insruction 
films, demonstration and lec¬ 
ture and the second half to 
mannekin practice and test¬ 
ing procedure. 

The class is recommended 
for anyone over eighth grade 
and strongly recommended 
for those living in the same 
household or liaving close 
contact with persons with 
known cardiovascular prob¬ 
lems.

Before the 
crowd of spectators had 
time to recover from the 
thrill of seeing the sensa¬ 
tional crash and the physical 
wreckage of the designer’s 
six months’ hard effort, Kel¬ 
terborn declared that he 
would try again. Before the 
day was over he was at 
work on a new model. 

When the plane crashed 
the crowd rushed to the 
wreckage expecting to find 
Kelterbodn a victim of the 
mishap. They were amazed 
to see him step out jauntily 
and unseratched. “When I 
saw the ground rushing up 
at me I knew I could not 
escape it,” ho said. “When 
the wing touched I put the 
nose down and braced my¬ 
self for the shock." 
EXPERTS PRAISE SHIP 

The Sierra Madre will 
never fly again. It was 
brought back from the field, 
hut its twisted and torn 
parts are beyond repair. It 
will never be destroyed, 
however. Kelterborn will 
keep it and cherish it as n

Rattlesnake 
Bite Victim 
Gets Treated 

The Siera Madre Volunteer 
Fire Department Emergency 
Medical Unit reported that 
it recently had treated its 
first rattlesnake bite of the 
year at the Chantry Flats 
Ranger Station. 

Spokesman for the depait- 
nient said since the inagura- 
tion of the Emergency Medi¬ 
cal program in Sierra Madre 
there has been a least one 
bite treated each year. “The 
sad part is that none of these 
could be classified as a truly 
“accidental or unavoidable” 
bite. In every case, the snake 
was being handled by the 
victim at the time of the 
bite. 

The rattlesnake season is 
still with us and with the 
cooler evening temperatures 
the rattlers will be out try 
ing to soak up some of the 
early morning sun and it is 
hoped that everyone will 
avoid attempting to pick up 
the snake or tease them. Al¬ 
though the ratlesnake bite is 
very seldom fatal it does 
have a very traumatic ef¬ 
fect on the victim. 

It is against the law to 
harbor or keep rattlesnakes 
in the County of Los An¬ 
geles County and people 
would bt? well advised to give 
them wide berth if they spot 
one. 


Pupils Entering 
Any School Has 
Many Obligations 

No shots, no school: 

With few exceptions, that’s 
the rule ior any pupil enter¬ 
ing ar.y school in California 
for the first time in the 1980 
Fall semester. 

Ramon Cortnes, superin¬ 
tendent, Pasadena Unified 
School District, reminds par¬ 
ents that current laws re¬ 
quire children to be im¬ 
munized against diphtheria, 
pertussis (whooping cough) 
rubeola (red measles), teta- 
nu and polio prior to enter¬ 
ing school. 

All children entering kin 
dergarten, or those entering 
first grade who did not 
attend kindergarten, must 
also be immunized against 
mumps and rubelal (German 
measles). 

Children entering the first 
grade, Cortines added, must 
show evidence that they have 
received a complete health 
assessment within 18 months 
prior to entry — or 90 days 
after entry — into the first 
grade. 

A certificate from the fam¬ 
ily doctor or other examiner 
is sufficient in most cases, 
Cortines said. 

A few students are ex¬ 
empted from these rules for 
medical or religious reasons. 
In these cases, a physician’s 
statements or a waiver is re¬ 
quired from the child’s par¬ 
ents or guadians indicating 
they do not wish to have 
their child receive the exa¬ 
mination or immunization. 

Immunization req uire- 
monts apply to pupils enter¬ 
ing anv grade in any public 
or’ private school or pre¬ 
school. Parents who have ? 
“California Immunization Re- 
ord” or “Passport to Health” 
for their child should take 
this record to school at the 
time of registration.

Bible will find new avenues 
of understanding opening to 
them as we consider the al¬ 
legorical, psychological and 
anagogical mea n i n g s as 
well,” said Dr. Margaret 
Stevens, minister of the San¬ 
ta Anita Church. 

“As an example, Ecclesi¬ 
astes 11:1 reads, ‘Cast thy 
bread upon the waters, for 
thou shalt find it after many 
days.’ Literally, that bread 
could be found as a soggy 
mass washed up to shore, 
or we might find it in the 
form of some fish that had 
been nourished by it. 

"Figuratively, we could in¬ 
terpret this verse to mean 
that the food we share with 
others will be returned to 
us, or it could mean that 
the good we do will re¬ 
bound to us. Allegorically, 
we can think of ‘bread’ as 
money and believe that we 
share with others, or even 
that what we invest for some 
good cause will leturn to us, 
but there are other meanings 
as well. 

“Anagogically, ’bread’ can 
be anything that feeds us 
and ‘waters’ can mean the 
emotional and mental na¬ 
tures of man. When we cast 
cur enthusiasm, our inspira¬ 
tion, insight and spiritual 
revelations upon these 
‘waters’ they are also re¬ 
cycled back to us in time. 

“The Bible is the greatest 
textbook for all aspects of 
living that has ever been 
compiled,” Dr. Stevens said, 

“but unless we understand 
its symbology, we miss many 
of the wonderful applica¬ 
tions to daily life. The ori¬ 
ginal languages of the Bible, 
such as Hebrew and Ara¬ 
maic, are fillied with idioms 
that mean something far dif-

Speak in g 

Misleading 

At a time wihein predent spending is a most for most 
people to make it through the current economic crunch, 
advertisements which promise “special” social security 
information for a price may prove to be a costly disap¬ 
pointment. 

The advertisements generally promote a book or fi- 
ancial schemes that provide social security “secrets” the 
reader cant get anywhere else. Or they hint at some of¬ 
ficial connection with social security or access to the read¬ 
ers social security records while promoting a private 
interest. 

When the reader makes the purchase, it generally 
turns out that the information is of little use or that it 
could have been obtained free of charge at any social 
security office. 

Often all the reader has lost in the transaction is 
the cost of the purchase. The actual risk of loss, however, 
can be much greater. People who rely on informatin from 
such sources for their financial planning may be getting 
inaccurate or outdated information on their rights and 
responsibilities under social security. 

A typical example is a recent ad that promotes a 
•book on tax loopholes that purports to tell people 
how they can lawfully 'drop out of the social security 
system. It’s true that clergymen and members of certain 
religious groups can be exempted from social security self- 
employment taxes, but the rule doesn’t apply to the typical 
reader of the ad, as is implied. 

Another ad urges people to subscribe to a newsletter 
on retirement planning because social security is going 
“bankrupt” and inflation is “reducing the value of its 
benefits.” 

Social security urges people to plan for retirement, 
using their social security protection as a base for such 
planning. Despite the ad’s claims, benefits are protected 1 
from inflation in two ways; they re paid in current dol¬ 
lars rather than in the value of dollars at the time they ' 
were earned, and they increase automatically with the cost 
of living once a person starts receiving them. The finan¬ 
cing basis of the system is the taxing power of the Federal 
government. The social security system is not going bank- , 
rupt. 

All this is not to say that there are no good books on 
social security produced by private industry. However, they ] 
generally purport to be ,no more than they are — either 
detailed explanations of changes in the law, or simpli- ' 
fied descriptions of the social security program. 

However, the social security office can give you ac¬ 
curate and up-to-date information free of charge. And 
it can be based on your own social security records, some- ( 
thing no private person or organization can legitimately ] 
claim. . 

The social security office is prepared to handle general i 
inquiries for social security information or to take claims, 1 
give benefit estimates, and other information based on ( 
your social security record. 

The information may be provided by telephone, mail, ; 
or in person. People too disabled to come to the office 1 
can have a social security representative take their claim 
at home, in a hospital, or other institution. Films and 
speakers and other materials can be provided for groups 
and special programs. . 

People are urged to call the social security office j 
when they see an ad that raises questions about their ] 
social security protection. Generally the office can give i 
you information that can clarify the matter. 1 

At the very least, you can get the correct information 1 
free of charge. The telephone number is 247 7100 (toll free c 
from Pasadena) or 575-7963 (toll free from other areas). r 

Whatever Happened 

Propostion 4, the spending limitation initiative passed 
last November by nearly a 3 to 1 margin, a record for a t 
tax measure in California, is being gutted in the legis- b 
lature. t 

Prop. 4 supporters, among them the Chamber, put 1 
together the same team that originally prepared the word- h 
ing for the initiatvie to assist in the implementation stage. 
They were well aware that clear - cut definitions were 
needed as part of the enabling legislation. So far, we t 
have failed in efforts in get the proper legislation. The „ 
Prop. 4 team of writers sponsored SB 1594 (M. Garcia) p 
and near-identical AB 1590 (Boatwright) which were de- t] 
feated in separate committees. We immediately tried to t< 
get amndments into SB 1352 (Marks) which, as it now tl 
reads, would give a loose interpretation of the initiative if 
and spur greater government spending. " 

Those who now advocate loose interpretation under 
the guise of “flexibility,” ignore the principle set forth h 
in the spending limitation measure — there is a limit 
to the citizenry’s ability to pay for government. ^ 

The spending lid is tied to population change and 
cost of livLng, which cannot exceed California per capita 
personal income of the prior year. This recognizes that w 
when the per capita personal income does not increase ol 
to keep pace with inflation, taxpayers cannot support the in 
same level of services in their private lives as they did In 
the prior year. Paul Gann, and other proponents of Prop. — 
4, throughout the campaign repeatedly voiced their trust 
in the legislature to implement a tight lid. What has hap¬ 
pened thus far is that the legislature has scuttled our 
efforts and, so far, only a very loose interpretation has 
resulted. , 

Fiscal flexibility means different things. To the spend¬ 
ers it means avoiding the lid or circumventing the lid 
in various ways. To those who want control of govern¬ 
ment spending, it means just what the people voted for 
— put a lid on spending.

Answer: 

The lack of adequate child 
care facilities is a well-docu¬ 
mented problem. The most 
recent study on child care in 
California, conducted by the 
Commission oil Child Care 
and Development Services 
(the Riles Commi s si,o n ) 
found that two-thirds of all 
children who need child care 
have none available to them. 
For example, there are only 
.173 000 spaces in licensed 
day care facilities for the

247,000 children betw e e n 
three and five years old 
whose parents work. 

The root of the problem is 
simply lack of funding. Un¬ 
til recently, funding for child 
caie facilities was a low 
priority. Hut the Riles Coin- 
misson report spurred the 
Calfornia Legislature to pass 
SB 863 (Sieroty), which Gov¬ 
ernor Brown signed into law 
July 28. 

Among other things, SB 
863 provides $4 million in 
capital outlay funds for ad¬ 
ditional child care facilities 

throughout California, and 
an annual appropration of 
$12 million for child care. 
The net result of this legis 
lation will be more child 
care facilities; more low- 
cost dav care; and batter 
child development programs. 

The new law infuses much 
needed funding into an area 
that is seriously underfi¬ 
nanced. 3iut more signifi¬ 
cantly, it marks the begin¬ 
ning of a new priority for 
child care in California. In 
these inflationary times, an 
increasing number of moth 
ers must work, and working 
parents need child care fa¬ 
cilities. The California Com- 
misson on the Status of Wo¬ 
men recognizes the magni¬ 
tude of the child care prob¬ 
lem and will continue its ef¬ 
forts to insure the much 
needed child care is avail¬ 
able for working parents.
